LINES ARE RAILROADS IN 
MEANING OF STATE STATUTE 


Majority Opinion Held That $50,- 
000,000 Corporation Is Not Mo- 
nopoly and That Lines Merged 
Were Not Competitors. 


Judge James B. Gantt of 
Court, in his dissenting opinion [!n the cele- 
brated Terminal case, which was yesterday 
Gecided against the state by a vote of four 
to three, the application fora writ of ouster 
nullifying the Terminal’s charter being de- 
nied, holds that the Terminal association 1s 
in fact and in the meaning of the law a 
railroad company, and that the ‘original 
Terminal company, controlling Eads bridge, 
and the Merchants’ Terminal Co., control- 
ling Merchants’ bridge, are individua! rail- 
roads and prohibited from consolidation by 
the statutes. 

Judge Gantt, however, does not believe 

that the present Terminal association 

@hould be made to suffer the loss of its 

charter, but that it should be compelled to 

act within the privileges of its original] in- 

Gividual charter, and should be prohibited 

from exercising the rights given by the act 

f consolidation. 

Judge Gantt's strong opinion, which was 
concurred in by Judges Marshal! and Rob- 
inson, and which will be the basis for any 
further action that Attorney-General Crow 

May bring in hehalf of the people, is, in 
part, as follows:

Ban Against Card Games May Also Be 
Raised by Los Angeles 
Conference. 


EACH CHURCH ITS JUDGE 


Expulsion, Heretofore Obligatory, 
Likely to Be Made Optional With 


Congregational Authorities. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., May. 12.—A ques- 
tion of iinportance which hes come promi- 
nently to the fore,in the Methodist. general 
conference proceedings during the past 
12 hours, is that involving a change in dis- 
cipline to the extent of entirely removing 
the church ban on the pleasures of danc- 
ing, card playing and theater, going. 

It seems not unlikely that the conference 
will vote to remove thé present rigid re- 
striction regarding the indulgence of these 
recreations. 

The sub-committee of the committee on 
state of the church, of which J. 8. Sibley 
is chairman. has reported back to the main 
body its recommendation upon this matter, 
in which it urges a radical change in the 
church rule on the subject, making it sim- 
piy an advisory restriction, instead of man- 
datory prohibition as at present. 

Under the prevaling rule the member of 

the church who attends a dance or theater 
is guilty of a direct infraction of the rules 
of the church and may be punished hy ex- 
pulsion, but if the recommendations now 
proposed is adopted this penalty will be 
rendered «ntirely optional with the author- 
ities. . 
The committee on state of the church has 
not decided definitely just what form the 
recommendation of the committee to the 
general body will take, but it seems as- 
sured that it will propose some_ radical 
changes in the discplne along the line out- 
lined. This committee is also considering 
other important questions, among which 
is one investigating the ratio of representa- 
tion in the general conference, The_ plan 
which has met favor, if adopted, will re- 
duce the membership of the general con- 
ference from 748 to 500,

Joseph G. Cannon of Danville, speaker 
of the National House of Representatives, 
is the temporary presiding officer of the 
convention, and very likely will be made 
the permanent chairman as well.

IT WAS WORTH TO THE RUSSIAN, 


on Talienwan Bay, on the 
east coast of the Liao Tung peninsula, 
was intended by Russia to be the chief 
commercial emporium of its eastern do- 


minions. An edict providing for its con- 
struction was issued by the Russian Em- 
peror July 30, 1899, and Port Dalny, fully 
equipped with all modern improvements, 
docks, warehouses and railroad facilities, 
was opened to commerce in December, 


1901. 
A MAGNIFICENT HARBOR. 
Talienwan Bay is one of the finest deep- 
water harbors on the. Pacific. It is free 
from ice in winter time and ships drawing 
30 feet of water can enter at low tide 
without difficulty and without tae aid of 
pilots, ean sail or steam alongside the im- 
mense docks and piers, where their car- 
coes can be loaded into railroad cars and 
run direct for 6000 miles into the city of 
Petersburg. Five large piers had been 
constructed, each supplied with numerous 


railroad tracks and immense warehouses 
and elevators, gas, electric lights and 
water, and a large breakwater was being

J. Otis Fellows Is Anxious to Prove 
There Is No Such Thing as 
Hydrophobia. 


BITTEN HUNDREDS OF TIMES 


Claims to Be the Oldest Spaniel 
Breeder in America and “Knows 
His Business.” 


HORNELLSVILLE, N. Y., May 12.—On 
his businees cards J. Otis Fellows of Hor- 
nelisville describes himself thus: 

“The oldest spaniel breeder in America 
and never bred a crooked leg or light eye.” 
He adds, “You can’t teach your granny to 
suck eges!'’ He has been in the dog busi- 
ness for more than forty years. 

These things are here noted to show that 
if Mr. Fellows—or rather Uncle Dick, to 
call him by the name by which he is best 
known—declares that there is no such 
thing as hydrophobia, he has had at least 
an opportunity of studying the question. 
And he does make that assertion. 

lncle Dick believes the dog is much 
abused and misunderstood. He will not be 
convinced that there is such a disease as 
hydrophobf& and challenges the medical 
fraternity to preduce such a case. He goes 
further and expresses his willingness to 
allow any dog that is supposed to have 
hydrophobia to bite him, and all he asks in 
return is that his expenses shall be paid 
until the wound heals. 

He declares that hydrophobia is ail 
imagination and the invention of physicians 
and specialists to secure practice. As he 
puts it, “It is a graft.”’ 

“I have handled 20,000 dogs a year, and 
have been bitten Jhundreds of times, and 
care no more for a dog bite than a scratch 
of a pin,”’ he said. “Foolish and unreason- 
able scares have prevailed ever since at- 
tention was drawn to Pasteur and his crank 
followers 26 years ago. 

“This has had a bad effect on the pub- 
lic mind, mers the danger of a very 
rare disease, which is so slight that it does 
not deserve public notice. Many other dis- 
cases, such as tetanus, epilepsy, mania, 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, have been mis- 
taken for hydrphobia. Similar symptoms. 
have been induced in some cases by in- 
testinal worms, morbid growths and other 
disturbing causes.

Woman Convert to Mysterious Cult 
Abstains From Food Until 
Driven to Insanity.

CHICAGO, Ill., May 12.—Driven to insan- 
ity by her efforts to abstain from substan- 
tlal food and thereby follow the mysterious 
teachings of a sun worshipper, Miss E. 
Reusse has been discovered alone and de- 
lMrious in her handsome residence, at No. 
4103 Grand boulevard. 

Miss Reusse, who was a convert to the 
doctrine preached by Dr. Otoman Zar- 
Adu-Shu-Hanish, a sun worshipper, of No. 
3016 Lake Park avenue, finished a 40-day 
fast April 12 It is thought that her sec- 
ond attempt at abstaining from food de- 
ranged her mind. 

Miss Reusse lives in a handsome house 
and is regarded as wealthy. The police 
assert that she almost starved to death 
in trying to follow the teachings of the 
cult, chief of which is said to be that only 
a few grains of wheat, pure water and 
fresh air are necessary to sustain life. 
Since her adoption or tne faith her 
neighbors had seen little of Miss Reusse, 
and her apparent illness was the subject 
of remark. For three days none of her 


neighbors had seen her, and Dr. Marv E. 
Harper became alarmed and started an in- 
vestigation. Miss Reusse was found lying 
in the hall of her residence almost uncon- 
scious and delirious. 

It was impossible at first to determine 
the cause of her illness. At length, in her 
half delirious mutterings, she disclosed the 
fact that she had eaten no substantial food 
for more than twenty days. 

In searching through her effects’ the 
police say they found several letters writ- 
ten to her by the teacher of the cult, but 
refused to disclose their contents. 

Other letters written by the woman's 
father in Detroit spoke of “the children,” 
but none can be found by the police. 
Another letter to a man, thought to have 
treated the woman, read:—‘'Will you kind- 
ly send for the greatest martyr in para- 
dise? If you saw a miracle would you be- 
lieve? I can imagine what you look like. 
Oh, this is music! Lie down and die. Twen- 
ty-four to gain and nothing to lose."’ 

It is thought the letter was written after 
Miss Reusse lost her mind. The woman 
is not expected to recover.

Third—That Exposition company 
failed to install lights as rapidly as neces- 
gary in the-State and Foreign bu'ldings. 

It was expected that besides delinquent 
state and foreign commissions, prominent 
St. souls business men and exhibitors who 
are aiso directors of the Exposition would 
also be called on for explanations by the 
official inspecting party. 

The inspection started promptly. at I! 
o'clock this afternoon, President Francis 
leading the party of 100 from the Adminis- 
tration building. The party includes’ the 
vice-presidents of the Exposition, execu- 
tive and national commissioners, the board 
of lady managers, foreign com»missioners, 
the U. &S. government board and executive 
commissioners from the states and terri- 
tories.

You would doubt your own temerity 
to ask him what China has been doing all 
these centuries that she has so far fallen 
behind in the march of c'vilization. 

But you could ask the Prince Pu Lu any- 
thing. His very attitude toward you bids 
you be bold and makes understandable the 
lengths tu which you may go. 

Impatience, annoyance, illness at ease, 
stolidity—they are all foreign to the Prince 
Pu Lun. His demeanor impressed me as 
being the most remarkable I had ever ob- 
served.

THE TERMINAL DECISION. 

The demurrer of the Terminal Railroad Association to the quo 
warranto proceeding of Attorney-General Crow was sustained by 
& majority of only one, the court dividing by a vote of four to 
three. In his majority opinion which was coneurred in by 
Judges Brace, Burgess and Fox, Judge Valliant argues that the 
Terminal Railroad is not a railroad within the meaning of the 
constitucion. It is difficult to comprehend the validity of the 
distinction he draws between a railroad running within the 
boundaries of a city and one running outside or to see the per- 
tinence of his business argument in favor of the consolidation of 
railway terminals, unless it was intended to strengthen his 
legal theory. 

Judge Gantt, in his dissenting opinion, concurred in by Judges 
Robinson and Marshall, offers » brief, but clear ‘and convincing 
answer to Judgs Valliant’s point \.hen he argues that the lan- 

of the constitution is broad enough to include terminal 
railroads and that its scope is not limited to trunk lines. Spe- 
cifically he says, “The Termina! Association and the Merchanta’ 
Bridge Terminal Railroad Co. were both organized under the gen- 
@rai railroad law of this state to construct, maintain and operate

In a Russian Village. 
From Social Service for May. 

As a rule a Russian village is a forlorn 
looking place, where the huts of the poor 
are made of birch logs, with upright oak 
or pine supports, ceilings of strips of the 
same birch, and walls iined with the crude 
branches. In these huts there are only two 
rooms, one of which is not for everyday 
use, but is kept for best occasions. This 
room houses those sacred images so dear 
to the heart of every member of the Greek 
Church, to which belongs the great mass 
of the Rusvian people. The other room 
serves the purpose of both kitchen and 
sleeping room, as one of the principal ideas 
of comfort to these people, ice and snow- 
bound for so many months of the year, is 
warmth. In many of the peasant huts no 
beds are used, and the top of a great 
stove, reaching nearly to the roof, is a 
much sought sleeping place. Although the 
conditions make dirt and the accompany- 
ing results inseparable in the domestic life 
of these peasants, they are devotedly fond 
of bathing. The vapor bath in a crude form 
r.ay be called a national institution, and a 
not uneual picture of a simmer afternoon 
is the vailage pond filled with women and 
children »athers.

Fall of Four Stories, One of the Short- 
est of His Memorable Tumbles, In- 


jured Him Seriously, but He Will 


Recover. 


CNCE PLUNGED FROM NINTH 
FLOOR OF A SKYSCRAPER 


Breaking Ropes Are Bane of Exist- 
ence of Max Gerth, but Something 
Always Intervenes to Save His 
Life and Most of His Limbs. 


Max Gerth is a house and sign painter 
with a charmed life. Since 1898, he has 
had the most thrilling experiences as an 
impromptu “‘high tumbler” of any man who 
lives to tell of it. 

He has had one fall of nine stories; one 
fall of the equal of six stories; one fall 
of one story, and one more, the latest, of 
four stories. In addition, he has twice 
tumbled into the East river at New York 
—once to escape from a burning steamer 
and to save the lives of fwo children, and 
the other time as the result of the treach- 
ery of a boat hook and a painter's float. 

The last fall sustained by Gerth was the 
worst in point of result, although one of 
his shortest. It occurred yesterday, when 
he dropped from the fourth floor of a bulid- 
ing at Fourth and Market streets and saved 
himself from death only by a quick ‘grab 
at the frame of a small awning ten feet 
from the ground. He sustained a broken 
ankle and a scalp wound, which sent him 
to the City Hospital: There, Thursday 
morning, Gerth told the Post-Dispatch of 
his remarkable career.

DIDN’T begin o fall much until 1898, 

| when I took my first big tumble. Pre- 

vious to that time I had been a sailor, 

and had come over to America from Ger- 

many. Berlin was my birthplace. After 

I got here I quit the sea and took up the 
painter’s trade. 

In 1898 I was one of four painters at work 
on the east side of a New York skyscraper. 
We were working on the outside, at the 
ninth floor, on a long stage. 

Suddenly a rope gave way, and all of us 
fell. As I went down—it seemed I was 
falling from the sky—I began to reach out 
for something to catch. 

I grabbed at everything, shadows and 
wires and cornices and window sills: and 
caught nothing until after it seemed I had 
bee falling an hour. Then. my hands 
touched a life line swung from the top of 
the building. I held to it, though the jerk 
sent the rope whizzing through my hands 

tore flesh off my palms. I broke 
the fall about two stories above the ground, 
and lowered myself easily then. The three 
men who had been on the stage with me 
were instantly killed. 

Except for my hands and a few 
bruises, I escaped injury and was soon 
back at work. Nothing more of any con- 
sequence happened to me wntil the after- 
noon of the burning of the steamer Salle 


‘and other vessels in New York harbor. I 


was one of about a dozen painters at work 
on the inside of the ship. Most of us were 
at work in the steerage. I ran out of paint 
and was sent on deck to get some more. 

I had barely got to the deck when the 
alarm of fire was sounded. The ship burst 
into fame. I started back into the steer- 
age to warn the other fellows, but just 
then something happened to change my 
p'ans. 

Sailors on board the Salle were hurrying 
the passengers and other occupants of the 
ship into small boats and lowering them in- 
to the water. I saw a lot of the men jump 
into a small boat, and take two children 
in with them. . 

But the men were terribly excited, and 
something went wrong with- the tackle. 
The boat hung as)it was being lowered. 
Somebody cut a rope at one end, and the 
bow fell, tumbling all the occupants into 
the water.

AIED IN 
MYSTERY GRAVE 


The Village Officials Expected to Un- 


earth Evidence of Great Crime 
in a Midnight Raid. 


HEMPSTEAD, L. I., May 1).—Three offi-

Late in the afternoon a well dressed man 
and woman got off a train in Freeport and 
asked John Losea what he would charge 


to dig a grave on lot No. 87, Columbia 
Heights, a plot of land owned by the Long 
Island Reality Company and adjoining the 
Greenfield cemetery. 

Losea replied thgt he “wouldn't charge 
nothin’,’ for he wouldn't dig the grave. 
He didn’t want to get mixed up in any 
more mysteries. But straightway he re- 
ported the matter to Ascher B. Wallace, 
justice of the peace and coroner, and Wal- 
lace reported it to his father-in-law, Dr. 
J. H. K. Denton, who acts as medical ex-

H. Baker, the Freeport detective and con- 
stabic, and Baker reported it to nearly 
everybouy in town.
